ciation prefers law enforcement, be­ 
lieving that wide-open policies spell 
ultimate ruin for their business in 
Indiana. 
Indianapolis saloon keepers 
who 
have persisted in hiw 
violations 
in 
spile o f the announced law -enforce­ 
ment policy of 
M ayor 
Bell 
found 
themselves attacked from a new and 
surprising 
angle. 
Ernest 
Boeder, 
keeper of the Brighton Beacon road­ 
house, and Wes Stout, proprietor of 
the Bohemia B ar and Cafe, are the 
ones named. 
The charges were tiled 
by Fred B. Johnson, 
an 
attorney, 
who says that lie is representing the 
Indiana Brewers association in the 
case. 
It is also understood that the 
brewers’ association 
has 
evidence 
against other places 
and 
contem­ 
plates a vigorous campaign to re­ 
voke the licenses of saloon keepers 
who are violating the law. 
Ihe Brighton 
Beach 
roadhouse, 
conducted by Ernest 
Boeder, 
has 
long been the center of 11i 1 1 life, b 
Indianapolis and has figured promi­ 
nently as the scene of several esca­ 
pades among the sporting class of 
this city, being particularly popular 
with the “ joy-riding” motorists. 
In 
the complaint against Boeder, it is 
charged that he violated the law by 
making sales of liquor after hours 
and that he conducts 
a 
disorderly 
place. 
Boeder was recently convic­ 
ted in police court for violation of 
the liquor law following a sensation­ 
al raid. 
Stout is 
charged 
with 
Sunday 
sales, with misstatem ents in his ap­ 
plication for license and with ether 
offenses against the law. 
Stout con­ 
ducts the Bohemia B ar and Cafe just 
opposite the north end of the T rac­ 
tion Terminal Station and his place 
is said to have been a handout for 
Ihe younger bloods of the town who 
are leading a fa st life. 
Commenting upon the < a-e 
to d a y 
Jam es 
Kelly, m anager of Ihe In ­ 
diana Brewers Association, said. 
“ If newspaper reports are depen­ 
dable, the present city adm inistra­ 
tion is enforcing the liquor laws in 
Indianapolis more rigidly than lias 
any administration for several years. 
Out of 
approximately 
650 
saloon 
keejKUs in Indianapolis, it seems tluit 
not over eight or ten have assumed 
an attitude of defiant'e tow ard hot! 
the law and the officers who attempt 
to enforce it. 
This is, of course, a 
very small per cent, but the conduct 
of these few 
law-violating 
saloon 
keepers has become so conspicuous 


a s to east a stigma upon the other 
saloon keepers who are conducting 
their places properly. 
“ I am not acquainted with either 
Stout or Boeder or any of the other 
retailers who have figured unfavor­ 
ably in the newspapers. 
Above all 
1 want it understood that we arc* not 
singling these men out and that we 
have no feeling against them person­ 
ally. 
We do feel, however, that by 
their conduct they are injuring the 
standing of tin* vast m ajority of s a ­ 
loon keepers who do obey the law.

Prevention Costs Less Than 


Majority of Cures

Indianapolis, May 11.— Dr. J. N. 
Hurty, state hoard commissioner, be­ 
lieves that the health of a community 
is a m atter of business. 
lie also be­ 
lieves that the average age of in- 
dividuals could be increased from 40 
per cent to 80 per cent, and that if 
business men would pay more atten ­ 
tion to the communities’ health they 
would prosper more, 
lie writes the 
following for the United Press : 


BY DR. J. N. HURTY. 


(State Health Commissioner) 
If the sanitary laws of Moses and 
his execution of them hud existed in 
Indianapolis, then the meat poisoning 
and c'ominw ial disgrace we have re 
cently borne, would never have been. 
Ail too m any business men fail to 
understand that business is disgrac­ 
ed when a business 
man sells dis­ 
ease carrying or adulterated foods. 
Our business 
organizations 
should 
speak out against such iniquity and 
openly and strongly support the sa n ­ 
itary and all other 
laws. 
Hygiene 
stands ready to improve business, to 
increase happiness and 
wealth, by 
bringing better health. 
The promo­ 
tion of the public health is of far 
greater importance and profit to bus­ 
iness than eity expansion. 
But this 
does not belittle the latter. 
It is to 
be hoped th at very soon it will 
he realized that tlie 
greatest and 
most important business m atter be­ 
fore the business men today is the 
business of the public health. 
Cer­ 
tainly, this truth will soon he recog- 
ized and acted upon. 
That the public health needs look­ 
ing after appears from the following 
fa c ts— Our average duration of life 
is forty- two years. 
It should be at 
least eight, as all physiological au th ­ 
ority 
declares. 
And 
again—4,500 
people die annually in Indiana from 
consumption; 3,500 from pneumonia; 
1,000 from typhoid fever; 400 from 
dipthoria; 300 
from scarlet 
f^ver; 
250 from measles; 2,000 from cholera 
infantum, and in addition, we must 
count the lo o and injury from the 
thousands of cases of preventable 
>iekness. 
Not l e s s than 5 0 per cent 
of the c a s e s of sickness endured a n ­ 
nually in Indiana may he prevented 
at a cost of one-tenth that of having 
them. 
This is a big m atter. 
The busi­ 
ness part of this work must be a t ­ 
tended t«> by business men. 
They 
neglect this part at their peril.

Th e th ree great Ch ristian graces 
are compared, by Paul in Corinth ­ 
ians, ‘Faith , Hope, Lov e, 
but

greatest of th ese is Lov e.’ 
Th ough 
one speak with th e tongue of men 
and of angels, and h av e not lov e, lie 
is become as sound b ra ss or a tink­ 
ling cymbal. 
And th ough one may 
h av e th e gift of proph ecy, and un­ 
derstand 
all 
mysteries, 
and 
all 
knowledge; 
and th ough h e h av e all 
faith so th at h e can remov e moun­ 
tains, and h av e not lov e, h e is noth ­ 
ing. and th ough one sh ould bestow 
all h is goods to feed th e poor, and 
th ough lie giv e h is body to be burned 
and h av e not lov e, it profiteth h im 
noth ing. 
Lov e is willing to 
suffer 
long. 
Lov e is kind. 
Lov e nev er en­ 
v ies. 
Lov e is nev er rash . 
Lov e is 
not pulled up. 
Lov e nev er beh av es 
itself unseemly. 
Lov e nev er seeks 
h er own. 
Lov e is not easily pro­ 
v oked and nev er th inks ev il. 
Ev ery­ 
th ing else may fail but lov e nev er 
does. 
Proph ecies sh all fail, tongues 
sh all cease, knowledge may v anish 
away, but lov e nev er faileth .

Emperor h ad h is palace. 
For many 
years h is dear old moth er prayed un­

Put 
one September day as h e sit in th e 
garden wh ere th e flowers were bloom­

with tin* moral training of h er boy. 
Th e labor was not lost. - It made 
iinoth y a disciple worth y of th e 
companionsh ip of th e great Paul. In 
Perterita, Buskin confesses th at h e 
preserv ed in th e Bible of h i> boyh ood 
until old age th e ch apters wh ich h is 
moth er gav e h im to commit to mem­ 
ory. 
lie adds. ‘With th is list th us 
learned, sh e establish ed my soul in 
life.’ 
“We may believ e th at th e moth er 
of Timoth y h edged h im about with 
a moral influence and r pi ritual ad­ 
v ices. 
It meant much in th at day to 
keep a young man from th e licenti­ 
ous v ices of h eath en society. 
But 
Timoth y nev er forgot th e 
warning 
against youth ful folly and th e alert­ 
ness of a moth er anxious to sav e h im 


from th e cesspools of sin. 
Robert 
Browning 
sh ows th e v alue of

moth er’s influence in “A Blot in th e 
Scutch eon,” wh en h e makes Mild­ 
red say. “I was so young, I lov ed h im 
so, I h ad no moth er— and 1 fell.” Th e 
counsel of a 
Christia n moth er h as 
made u s all wise to temptation and 
sav ed us in many a critical h our. 
“Th e 
moth er of 
Timoth y 
also 
doubtless follow ed h im with h er pray­ 
ers. \\ e h av e no account of h is con­ 
v ersion. 
But it is not too much to 
say th at h er prayers did more to 
bring it about th an all th e sermons 
Timoth y 
ev er 
h eard.

eh ristian ch urch one of its most gift­ 
ed men.

men are sav ed. 
“But th ere is standard of leader­ 


s h i p , h owev er, far abov e any ph ysi­ 
cal or mental condition to wh ich we 
may arriv e and by wh ich proof of 
leadersh ip is ov erwh elming and con­ 
clusiv e. 
Th is is th e rev ealed Word 
or Bible auth ority. 
Feeling, consc­ 
ience, sch olarly attainment must all 
agree with tin* Bible if th ey are up­ 
lifting to th« * soul.
